Epping Won't Comment. 
Before being called into the 
frand jury room, Epping told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter he 
had no idea what he would be 
asked. Afterwards, when invit- 
ed to comment on his testi- 
mony, he smiled and said: “I 
have no comment, to use a used 

phrase.” 
Epping conferred briefly with 
his attorney and then was re- 
turned under guard to Menard 
penitentiary at Chester, Ill, 
where he is serving his term. 
He keeps accounts for the 
commissary. 
Epping, who was wearing a 
loose-fitting brown suit, obvi- 
ously weighed less than when 
he entered prison, but said he 
was “feeling fine.” 
Hintz, who waited in the wit- 
ness room until Epping com- 
pleted his testimony, refused 
to make any statement to re- 
porters. 
Stoddart said Hintz was co- 
operative and answered all 
questions put to him during his 
50-minute appearance as a wit- 
ness. 
Commenting on the reasons 
for bringing Epping and Hintz 
before the grand jury, Stoddart 
said: “They should know some- 
thing about the case. It was an 
unusual transaction.” 

Hodge, who is serving a 12-to- | 
15-year term, was described by 
Stoddart as a “co-operative wit- 


ness” in his two-hour appear- 
ance before the grand jury yes- 
terday. 

“Ile recalled the Union Elec- 


tric matter and talked freely 
about it,” Stoddart said, but 
declined to disclose what Hodge 
told the jury. 

The $35,000 paid by Union 
Electric later turned up in the 
secret “brown envelope” ac- 
count ke@t for Hodge at the 
Southmoor Bank.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 (UP) 


—-The Department of Agricul- 


ture said today consumers will 
pay higher prices for pork and 


possibly higher grades of beef | 
this year than during 1956. 


Total 1957 meat production 
is expected to be less than the 
1956 record, the department 
Said in its publication, The 
Livestock and Meat Situation. 
Production probably will be cut 
heaviest in the first half of the 
year, with most of the reduc- 
tion in pork. 

A downturn is probable when 
marketings from the fall pig 
crop are largest. A new season-

The department said farm 
prices for cattle in 1957 will 
remain close to those of a year 
ago. It predicted marketings of 
feed cattle will be distributed 
more evenly by seasons in 1957 
than in 1956.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 — 
President Eisenhower will ask 
Congress for $17,800,000,000 
for the Air Force for the next 
fiscal year starting July 1, an 
informed source disclosed yes- 
terday. 

This $2.400,000,000 more 
than his request last year and 
about one billion dollars more 
than a revised Administration 
request for the current fiscal

year. 

Congress, after a fight which 
probably will be renewed this 
year, finally insisted on appro- 
priating $17,700,000,000 for the 
Air Force, The Administration 


then claimed it did not need 
the money. 
It was reported that the 


President would seek $11,200,- 
000,000 for the Navy, 10 billion 
dollars for the Army and $200.,- 
030,000 for Defense Depart- 
ment expenses. All this would 
result iri a total military budget 
request of $39,700,000,000. 

This would be $4,100,000,000 
more than the President orig- 
inally requested for the current 
fiscal year and $2,600,000,000 
more than the revised estimate 
of last August. 

The President will send his 
budget message to Congress 
Jan. 16 

Higher Costs. 

The apparent total military 
budget for new obligational au- 
thority will be somewhat higher 
than the earlier estimates that 
hovered around $38,000,000,000. 

The request for more spend- 
ing authority will reflect higher 
costs of production and other 
expenses rather than any sub- 
stantial increase in military 
power, it was pointed out here. 

An authoritative source dis- 
closed that eight Air Force 
wings were dropped from the 
target total of 137 wings sched- 
uled te be attained by next 
June under the Administration’s 
“new look’ defense program. 
A wing is an organizational unit 
ranging from 75 fighter planes 
to 30 big bombers. 

That is five fewer wings than 
the existing strength. It was 
confirmed also that the Ajr 
Force probably would be down 
to 110 wings ‘by 1960, as 
charged recently by the Air 
Force Association, a private or- 
ganization of air power enthusi- 
asts. 

To Include Missile Wings. 

The reduced figure of 110 
will include missile wings that 
are now being incorporated into 
the Air Force, an informed 
source explained. One such 
wing of Matador missiles is 
now stationed in Germany. A 
new group, a small unit, has 
been formed in Orlando, Fla., 
it was announced yesterday. 

On the basis of information 
that has become available a 
new fight between Air Force 
partisans in the Congress and 
the economy - minded Adminis- 
tration is anticipated.

Determine Danger From 
Nuclear Tests. 


By JAMES A. DEAKIN

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9—A 
nation-wide program to meas- 
ure radioactivity in air, water 
and food will be launched 
shortly by the United States 
Public Heaith Service, the Post- 
Dispatch was told today. 

The “pilot” survey, expected 
to get underway in afew weeks, 
will seek to determine whether 
radioactive substances produced 
by tests of nuclear weapons 
are present in significant or 
dangerous amounts in any areas. 

Believed to be the first major 
co-ordinated attempt to analyze 
and measure radioactivity in 
air, water and food throughout 
the country, the program will 
be conducted in conjunction 
with state departments of 
health. 

It probably will inciude tests 
of milk, to determine the con- 
centration of radioactive stron- 
tium 90, an official of the Pub- 
lic Health Service said. 

Strontium 90 is an isotope 
produced in the fission process 
employed in the atomic bomb.

Nursing home legislation 
which the State Division of 
Health will sponsor in the cur- 
rent session of the Legislature 
is-designed to run out the rene- 
gades and nonconformists in 
the business, a spokesman for 
the division said here today. 

Dr. Henry M. Hardwicke, di- 
rector of the bureau of gerontol_ 
ogy for the Healt hDivision, 
addressing a meeting of nursing 
home operators at the St. Louis 
County Health Center, said it 
was impossible to legislate good 
nursing homes. 

“But with a proper law, you 
can remove from the scene 
those operators who, under the 
circumstances, would provide a 
good home for the aged and 
infirm,” he added. 

One of the most important 
aspects of the proposed new 


legislation is the distinction it 


makes between true nursing 
homes and the shelter type of 
homes, he said. 

A nursing home is the next 
thing to a chronic hospital and 
its inmates need continuous 
nursing care: under medical 


supervision if it is to fulfill its 


function of rehabilitation, re- 
orientation and _ re-education, 
Dr. Hardwicke said. 

The present law makes no dis- 
tinction between nursing homes 
and boarding homes and was 
designed only to eliminate cer- 
tain physical hazards. The pres- 
ent law, enacted in 1941, was 
repealed by a later act of 1955 
which, however, was declared 
unconstitutional by the State 
Attorney General.

Zwo Hungarian Families 
Seized by Russians in One 
Attempt to Flee. 


Two Hungarian refugee fam- 
files, including a one-year-old 
baby and two children 3 and 4 
asyears old, who were captured by 
Russian troops in one attempt 
_to cross into Austria, arrived 
in St. Louis yesterday. 

They began their journey 
from their native Budapest on 
Nov. 24. Jeno Gabor, a 34-year- 
old automobile mechanic; his 
wife, Eva, and their two chil- 


dren, Tamas and Judith, arrived 
at Union Station with Alajos 
Palfalvai, 35 years old, also an 
auto mechanic, his wife, Ibolja, 
~who is Gabor’s sister, and their 
aby, Judith. 


Gabor, who carries a piece of 
Russian shrapnel in his pocket 
as a souvenir of the fighting in 
Budapest, drove insurgent 
troops about Budapest in an 
American-made weapons carrier 
truck. His house sustained sev- 
eral direct hits by Russian 
shells in the fighting, Gabor 
said, and his family took refuge 
in the cellar. 


It cost the two families 1000 
florins and all of their posses- 
sions to get across the border 
into Austria. Gabor recounted 
that on their first attempt they 
were captured by Russian 
troops, who took their belong- 
ings and returned them to 
Gyor, a village a few miles east 
of the border. 


Setting out from Gyor, they 
again returned to the border 
and were promised passage 
across by a man who demanded 
1000 florins to show them the 
way. But, Gabor said, both the 
money and the man disap- 
pear before they received help. 

After wandering about for 
three days in zero weather near 
the border, they finally made 
contact with a relative who

Willing to Be Martyrs. 

But in the field the officers 
vho have been working with 

iparalleled intensity to devel- 
op and perfect the missiles are 
irreconcilable. There are sev- 
eral who are willing to make 
martyrs of themselves, so strong 
is their feeling. 

The intensity of this feeling 
can be explained by their ac- 
complishments, for the Army 
ballistic missiles are leagues 
ahead of the Air Force counter- 
parts 

Although Redstone is limited 
by the Wilson edict to a range 
of 200 miles, it has already 
been fired nearly twice that far 
with -satisfactory accuracy. It 
has possibilities of development 
that will enable the same mis- 
eile and guidance system with 
different rocket charges to ex- 
tend its range up to distances 
of, possibly, 800 or 1000 miles, 
where the intermediate range 
ballistic missile takes over. 

The progress made on the 
Army Jupiter missile has also 
been phenomenal. A_ distance 
test of the missile was made 
Sept. 20 at Patrick Air Force 
Base on the east coast of Flori- 
da. The missile rose about 650 
miles in the air, attained a 
speed of almost 15,000 miles an 
hour and traveled 3300 miles. 
This was the highest, fastest 
and farthest a man-made device 
has ever flown. 

Reached Its Target. 

Not only did the Jupiter make 
these records, but its guidance 
proved satisfactory and the mis- 
sile came down where it was 
expected to hit, off the coast of 
South America. 

This missile has been per- 
fected to a degree that it easily 


can be adapted to launching the 
earth satellite next year. It is 
oniv necessary to give it an 
additional boost of about 3000 
miles per hour to give the 
earth satellite orbiting speed of 
18.000 miles per hour which 
will keep it circling the earth

Development May be Halted. 

Army missile experts see no 
reason why - the’ Redstone, 
which can be strétched to cover 
ranges far beyond 200 miles, 
should be limited to that range. 
Indeed, the same missile, with 
different rocket charges can be 
used probably at all ranges 
from 100 miles to- somewhere 
close to 1000. It would be so 
used by the Army in time of 
war, but Wilson’s ruling de- 
prives the Army of the chance 
to experiment with and develop 
such a highly flexible weapon. 
The Wilson decision, since it 
does not make the additional 
development of Redstone’s 
range anyone's responsibility, 
may serve to stop further de- 
velopment of a very important 
weapon. 

The officers, scientists and 
technicians of the Army, com- 
posing the best ballistic missile 
in the Defense Depart- 
ment, will continue the develop- 
ment of Jupiter under the Army 
for the next fiseal year, but re- 
sponsibility for use of the mis- 
sile devolves upon the Ajir'| 
Force. To its developers, this 
is like taking a child from its 
parents.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn: 


. Your editorial, “As a Help to 
,meience,” performed a service to 
.gnedical education in ealling atten- 
: tion to an important problem and to 
,@ little-known solution. 

Few lawyers and even fewer of 
the lay publie are aware of the re- 
cent provision, under Missouri law, 
permitting one to will his body for 
anatomical study. 

“ Previously the wishes of a de- 
‘@edent concerning the disposal of 
his body were not binding. Now 
one may direct, if he desires, that 
his body be used for the furtherance 
of scientific investigation and med- 
ical education. 


Perhaps out of excessive delicacy, 
little publicity has been given to 
he importance of anatomical 
studies for advances in medicine. 

Surgical procedures, beginning 
with the repair of war wounds as 
advocated by Paracelsus and con- 
tinuing to the most recent achieve- 
ments in cardiac and neurosurgery, 
rest upon Knowledge of anatomy. 

The current diagnostic skill of 
physicians depends largely upon 
their knowledge of the pathological 
changes which overtake normal 
structures in the course of disease. 

The activities of the endocrine 

glands are now understood largely 
because of the studies of anatomists, 

nd this information has led to our 
present treatment of diseases such 
as thyrotoxicosis and myxedema, 
arthritis, diabetes and certain forms 
ef cancer. 

Present investigations using an- 
atomical methods are casting new 
light on diseases of the nervous sys- 
tem, cancer and the maladies of 
virus origin.

“the first nail in the coffin of decay.” 

While this seemed accurate at the time, ap- 
pearances actually were somewhat deceiving— 
at least insofar as Plaza redevelopment was 
concerned. True, all the old eyesores in that 
area have been torn down. But the site has 
been vacant for more than a year, and plans for 
redevelopment are stalled on dead center. Why? 

The big difficulty is price. A $450,000 bid was 
submitted by the Urban Redevelopment Corp., 
a private organization of some 69 St. Louis civic 
leaders and business firms. The agency which 
handles federal aid for the project thinks this 
is much too low, and is talking in terms of a 
$920,000 bid as acceptable. 

Assuming the $450,000 bid were accepted, the 
mathematics of the project would require a sub- 
stantial rise in the federal grant toward write- 
down of land acquisition costs—perhaps as much 
as $750,000 above the $1,334,000 already set 
aside. Naturally the federal authorities want 
to keep their contribution down. But they must 
also remember that their function is to con- 
tribute such reasonable subsidies as are neces- 
sary to help get urban renewal started, not to 
drive the sharpest bargain, The fact is that 
nobody else has bid anything for the land; so 
who is to say what it is “worth’’? 

Acceptance of the $450,000 bid also would 
require an increase in the city’s contribution of 
some $73,000. That obstacle should not be in- 
surmountable, particularly if the Urban Redevel- 
opment Corp, were to agree to pick up the tab. 
And under such circumstances it certainly should. 

Price aside, the Redevelopment Corp.'s desire 
to depart from the officially-approved plan cre- 
ated other obstacles. The original plan envi- 
sioned seven apartment buildings. The cor- 
poration’s proposal of last May was for five 15- 
story buildings containing 1087 apartments for 
middle-income tenants. Later the corporation 
talked in terms of four buildings with the same 
number of apartments plus an office building. 
It also wanted to close off busy Pine street, a 
proposal the City Plan Commission then re- 
jected. Now the corporation proposes six smaller 
buildings, expanded parking facilities and reten- 
tion of Pine street for traffic. 

Injection of the idea of a commercial struc- 
ture was not likely to make federal authorities 
more receptive to the corporation’s $450,000 bid. 
If anything, Washington's inclination to hold 
out for more may have been reinforced. Also St. 
Louis voters who agreed to borrow $1,500,000 
through the bond issue to defray the city’s share 
of the project may raise an eyebrow or two. They 
were told that this was to be a middle-income 
housing development, not a combination hous- 
ing and commercial project. 

The pressing need now is to make the best 
possible use of the cleared ground, and get 
going without further delay. The Redevelop- 
ment Corp., now more than six and one-half 
years old, ought to be able to freeze its planning 
on a specific project, and perhaps the latest 
plan is final. Let us hope so. The Land Clearance 
Agency and the Urban Renewal agency now 
should be able either to re-examine the value 
they have placed on the land, or call for new 
bids. 

In any case, it is not fair to blame the Re- 
development Corp. for failure of the Plaza 
project to move. The Land Clearance Agency 
controls this situation and the Land Clearance 
Agency is responsible. It holds title to the land 
and it enjoys the power to force a decision, 
either to persuade Washington to accept the 
corporation's bid or to reject it and see if other 
redevelopers are interested.

For Gov. Stratton’s Attention 

Our news columns told Sunday about the 
crowded conditions at the Illinois State Penal 
Farm at Vandalia. An institution planned with 
facilities for 900 now has 1558 and the number 
is going up. The inmate total is approaching 
twice the number planned for. What is worse, 
the purpose of the Vandalia farm is being dis- 
torted from an institution for minimum security 
misdemeanants with less than a year to serve. 
Now it is receiving Drug Act prisoners who will 
serve five to nine years. Gov. Stratton ought to 
take a hand in this situation before it gets 
out of hand. 
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Kadar Counts on Force 

Now that Janos Kadar has announced details 
of his promised “liberalization” of the Hungar- 
ian Communist regime, it may be likened to 
Lenin’s NEP (New Economic Policy) plan. Lenin 
made concessions to the kulaks because the 
Bolsheviks in the Kremlin had gone too far too 
fast, and some appeasement was necessary. 

After the Hungarian revolution, Kadar’s situ- 
ation is even worse. He and his fellow Commu- 
nists must try to win the co-operation of the 
Hungarian peoplic, yet they are afraid of show- 
ing signs of weakness which might lead to a 
new rising. 

So the “dictatorship of the proletariat” is re- 
asserted, and the people are told that it will 
maintain “iron discipline.” At the same time 
praise is heaped on the Soviet Union without 
whose tanks Kadar would not be where he is. 

Dictatorial pronouncements are softened by 
the promise that families will be allowed to ac- 
quire 35-acre farms, and that some private enter- 
prise will be sanctioned in business although 
not in foreign trade. Religious instruction in 
the schools is promised, provided that the 
churches take a “loyal” attitude. 

A coalition government is suggested insofar 
as various prominent individuals will be asked 
to join the regime, But there are only denuncia- 
tions for Imre Nagy and his predecessors, and 
no place is provided for any party other than 
the Communist. Freedom is assured for good 
Communists, but not for “enemies of socialism.” 
There are slightly more than 100,000 party 
members: among Hungary's 9,000,000 people. 

_That the Reds appreciate the difficulty of 
their task was indicated by Kadar's willingness 
to accept help from non-Communist nations, 
provided no political strings are attached. Depu- 
ty Under Secretary of State Robert Murphy al- 
ready has dashed hope for such help from, the 
United States, And the rejection has been un- 
derscored by this country’s willingness to dis- 
cuss a loan to Poland and to consider other con- 
cessions to that country in view of its resistance 
to dictation by Moscow. , 

As a bid for the support of discontented citi- 
zenry, the Kadar proclamation seems woefully 
weak. There is more of intimidation in it than 
of conciliation. So it is probable that the doc- 
ument was framed in consultation with Nikita 
Khrushchev during his recent stay in Budapest, 


This apparently was the occasion of the “sum- 


mit” meeting of Red leaders which was ex- 
pected to be held in Moscow. Red-bloc suppert 
is all important to Kadar. 

What is most revealing is that Kadar, the 


puppet, and Khrushchev, the puppet-master,

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In Justice to Juveniles 

The revised juvenile code which State Sena- 
tor George A. Spencer of Columbia and his 
Joint Committee on Juvenile Delinquency have 
introduced in the Missouri Senate seems on the 
whole desirable. It is eertainly sound practice 
to bring into one body of law the present dual 
set of statutes for larger and smaller counties. 

A proper approach to the whole problem of 
juvenile correction is taken by requiring even 
more strongly than under present law that 
young offenders shall not be handicapped with 
a criminal record because of appearing in juve- 
nile court, 

It is manifestly good practice to segregate 
youths under detention froin hardened criminals. 

Probation operations need strengthening. 

It appears wise also to raise the maximum 
age of youths subject to jurisdiction of juvenile 
court from 16 to 17; the Board of CHhildren's 
Guardians, for instance, has recently sought 
and obtained authority which will in effect en- 
able it to continue its work with children 
through high school. 

The juvenile court should have the authority, 
which the proposed new laws would give it, to 
suspend or revoke driver's licenses. The more 
effectively juvenile courts can deal with the 
young problem driver, thé more likely the prob- 
lems will be solved before growing into crime. 

Expanded work opportunities for juveniles 
appear desirable, and many tommunities are 
working in that direetion. Revision of the state 
child labor laws to that end may be the proper 
course. But any relaxation of those laws should 
be fully considered in advance and strongly 
safeguarded against abuse. And are later work- 
ing hours before non-school days a first means 
of opening up new jobs for juveniles? 

Making it a misdemeanor for a juvenile te 
misrepresent his age to purchase 3.2 beer would 
seem to conflict with the philosophy of keeping 
juvenile offenses off the criminal record. Would 
it not be better to provide simply that the of- 
fense would bring the youth under the jurisdic- 
tion of the juvenile court, without categorizing 
the act as a misdemeanor? 

If more of those who sell obseene literature 
to children can be convicted, a reduction in the 
penalty from two years in the penitentiary to 
one year in jail will be justified. Overly severe 
penalties have a way of obstructing convictions. 
Perhaps still more study on this point would be 
useful, to ascertain what penalties in other 
states have proved most realistic. 

The Joint Committee has done a commend. 
able job in bringing its recommendations for- 
ward, and we hope the Legislature will give 
them the serious and detailed consideration 
they deserve. 
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He Ended Strong 


Great athletes, like people who are not ath- 
letes and are not great, can change their minds, 
but Jackie Robinson's reasons for quitting base- 
ball as written in Look magazine ring true. He 
sums up his reasons in a few words: “I’m glad I 
ended strong.” 

This is the pride of champions. As Robinson 
explains it, “After you've reached your peak, 
there's no sentiment in baseball. You start slip- 
ping, and pretty soon they’re moving you around 
like a used car.” Robinson says the fact that he 
was traded by his beloved Dodgers to the Giants 
had nothing to do with his decision. He wanted 
to end strong. 

It is inevitable, and not the least fortunate, 
that anything Jackie Robinson did would seem 
controversial to some persons. He was the first 
man of his race to star in major league ball, 
and he served bath his race and his sport well 
despite temptation and a fighting spirit. He 
tells of this incident in Look: 

There are a few things I'd like to forget, 
like the insults from other dugouts that 
first year, and all the times I blew my top 
when I shouldn't have. I remember that 
after being spiked several times at St. 
Louis, I threatened to do the same to Stan 
Musial. I've always been sorry for that, be- 
eause what was going on was not Stan's 
fault. But most of the irritations of those 
days I've forgotten. I've never my 
baseball home with me. 

Because of his race, Robinson was criticized 
for actions which brought only praise te simi- 
larly spirited players such as Ty Cobb. In the 
Chicago Daily Tribune David Condon wrote of 
Robinson’s critics, “You lamented the incon- 
sisteney of these detractors when they lauded 
the great competitive spirit ef athletes whose 
behavior was identical to Jackie’s but whose 
color happened to be different.” 

In ten years, Jackie Robinson made baseball 
forget about race, but baseball records will not 
forget Jackie Robinson. 


First Move for 1960 

In his new book, “Citadel: The Story of the 
U.S. Senate,” William §. White, chief congres- 
sional correspondent for The New York Times, 
recalls an episode early in the career of Senator 
William F. Knowland, 

Now the Republican Senate Leader in addi- 
tion to being the senior Senator from Califor- 
nia, the big, bluff Knowland was then very jun- 
jor. Yet he felt he was entitled to assurance 
from the chairman of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, Tom Connally, that the com- 
mittee would act on a Knowland proposal. The 
proposal was generally regarded as unwise and 
the Texan in particular so appraised it. 

The freshman Senator pressed the senior 
member for a promise. Thereupon, as Mr. White, 
remembers it, the venerable Texan took the 
floor and cried out in mock humility: “I assure 
the Senator from California that his matter 
will have in the Foreign Relations Committee 
exactly the consideration it so richly deserves.” 
Then, in case anyone had missed his meaning, 
Tom Connally “looked up*at the press galleries, 
grinned and passed his index finger across his 
throat like the blade of a knife.” 

The serious, humorless Californian has come 
a long way since then and largely because the 
late “Mr. Republican” Taft personally draped 
his mantle over Knowland’s broad shoulders. 
Senator Knowland wanted a whack at the G.O.P, 
presidential nomination last year and now he 
has in effect posted the western range for 1960. 
His announcement that he will not run for re- 
election to the Senate in 1958 can hardly mean 
anything other than that he will be after the 
governorship of the second most populous state, 
control of its delegation to the 1960 Republican 


convention and the party support that Vice. 


President Nixon undoubtedly hopes will be his. 
Of course 1960 is a long way off—Presiden. 
Eisenhower has not yet even taken the oath to 
start his second term, A lot of things can and 
will happen in the intervening years. But one 
thing does seem quite certain with Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon, Gov. Knight and Senater Knowland 
all wanting to be President in 1961. Lets of fur 
and feathers are going to fly the sun-kissed air

these diplomatic negotiations. 

It seems to me that the rea- 
sons for trying to prevent or 
punish American correspond- 
ents going to Red China to re- 
port are inadequate and 
strained. There are, however, 
positive reasons why the Gov- 
ernment should not interpose 
itself in this manner. 

The value, prestige and cred- 
ibility of the American press 
around the world is its inde- 
pendence of the Government. 
It is not only a free press, it 
is a private press, not govern- 
ment-supervised or government- 
directed. 

I suggest that, when the 
United States Government as- 
sumes to tell American report- 
ers where they can’t travel to 
report, on the ground that trav- 
eling there might have some 
bearing on diplomatic negotia- 
tions, then it is acting to de- 
prive the United States press of 
one of its most valuable attri- 
butes — its independence of 
Government—and is assuming 
to use the press as an instru- 
ment of Government. 

I can’t believe that the Presi- 
dent wants it that way. It is 
bad for the press, bad for the 
Government and bad for the 
American. people because it re- 


stricts the flow of news.

ONE MAN with an historical perspective on the 
Elvis Presley-inspired vogue for sideburns is Meyer 
Shnitzler, who may know as much about whiskers as 
~ anyone in America. 

Shnitzler, vice president in charge of research for 
the Gillette safety razor, has made a lifelong study of 
man’s relations to his whiskers through the ages. Here ® 
is what he has to say about the new juvenile rage for * 
sideburns: Fe 

“They apparently come into vogue during periods 
of unrest and especially in postwar eras. 

“This whisker trim was named after Gen. Ambrose 
Burnside, a Civil War officer, whose colorful side- 
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4 moon and back (not a bad idea, at that!), 


burns set a fad among young Union soldiers. 

“What he was to them and Rudolph Valentino—re- 
member his sideburns?—was to the youngsters in the 
1920s, Elvis Presley is to the rock-'n’-roll crowd today. 

“What'll happen? Why, they'll outgrow the idea.”

SHNITZLER, a tall, scholarly-looking scientist, bris- 
tles like a porcupine with statistics on whiskers. He 
believes that his firm is the only corporation in Amer- 
ica that encourages its employes to come to work un- 
shaven—and whack off their whiskers on company 
time, so they can be used to test company products. 
About 20 per cent of the employes take him up on 
the offer. 

Here are a few things Shnitzler says is known about 
the 50,000,000 American men who shave daily: 

Each has about 30,000 hairs in his beard which grow 
1-50th of an inch every 24 hours. This means (his fig- 
ures) that United States men grow about 500,000 miles 
of beard every day. 

If all this were one whisker, it would reach re 
an

FURTHERMORE, if all the growth in just one man’s 


{ 30,000 whiskers were confined to a single hair it would 


shoot up 42 feet in a day. 

Naturally, a tellow can't tell one whisker to grow 
and the others not to. But why couldn't all the her- 
mits who are mad at life simply lie down and let their 
beards grow out and strangle civilization? 

Because, fortunately, their beards would grow only 
to a length of about 18 inches, then stop. 

“A whisker. grows that long in about three years 
when it reaches maturity, dies and falls out,” ex- 
plained Shnitzler, “and another whisker ‘starts grow- 
ing to replace it.” 

Nature thinks of everything. 
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OTHER WHISKER LORE: A dry male whisker is 
about as tough as a copper wire. Color isn't as sure 
a sign of toughness as age. A white whisker in Ernest 
Hemingway's beard is likely to be tougher than a dark 
hair in Tennessee Williams's beard because Heming- 
way is older. 


Why don't men use chemicals to remove their beards 
the same as women do depilatories on their legs?

How much time does a man spend shaving? If he 
devotes five minutes a day to it five times a week, 
between the time he’s 20 and 60 he'll put in about 109 
eight-bour days removing his facial foliage.

Wife on the Run 


HE chase is one of the classic formulas for suspense 
T melodrama, and “JULIE,” at LOEW’S STATE THE- 
ATER, makes good use of it in a story of a wife pur- 
sued by her crazily jealous husband, who has already 
admitted to her he strangled her first 
husband to get her. But what gives it 
its own cachet, terrifically exciting and 
tingling finish, is its unusual ending. 
Doris Day, an airline hostess, finds that 
her homicidal husband, Louis Jourdan, is 
on her plane as it takes off from San 
Francisco. He has already shot her friend, 
Barry Sullivan, in trying to track her down, and has been 
one jump ahead of the forces of Detective Lt. Frank Love- 
joy. She goes into the pilots’ compartment for protection. 
The husband follows, kills the pilot, critically wounds the 
co-pilot, and is himself mortally wounded in an exchange 
of shots. No other pilots are aboard. So Doris gets the 
world’s fastest lesson in flying from the co-pilot before he 
passes out, then flies the plane back to the San Francisco 
airport, obeying radio instructions from the tower as it 
guides her in on the radar beam. You really sweat this 
landing out, just as if you were one of the 60 passengers 
in the plane, and the final few seconds are pulse-pounding. 

This finishing kick tops off a taut, well-written and 
believable melodrama, with Miss Day giving an impersona- 
tion of terror that matches her excellent performance in 
another melodrama, “The Man Who Knew Too Much.” 
Jourdan is intense and chilling as the moody and irra- 
tional husband. 

The situation posed for its terror value is that, even 
though the wife and her friend are convinced the husband 
means to kill her, and the San Francisco police believe 
her, they are powerless to do anything about it until the 
husband makes a move, though they do furnish her a 
guard for one night until she gets out of town. The de- 
tective lieutenant points out wryly they have a lot of 
wives killed by crazed husbands that way. Here the 
story seems slightly stretched. It seems to me the police 
could have at least picked up the husband to see if he 
were carrying a gun. 


Nothing Subtle About This One 

HEN Jayne Mansfield was in Hollywood before, she 
W just another blonde playing minor roles. But 

after all the New York publicity she received over 
her dimensions while appearing in the play, “Will Success 

= Ja2* Spoil Rock Hunter?” as a sort of bur- 

SS lesque of Marilyn Monroe, Twentieth 
Century-Fox decided it wasn't going to 
overlook a good thing a second time, and 
rushed out a CinemaScope picture based 
directly and repeatedly on Jayne's curves. 
They called it “THE GIRL CAN’T HELP 
IT.” The picture, showing at the FOX, 
certainly isn’t going to let anyone miss the point, if 
ridiculously tight and low-cut gowns and other outfits 
and an exaggerated walk can put it over. 

They needed a plot. So they switcherood 
Yesterday” to a farce that is a near burlesque. A former 
underworld chieftain (Edmond O’Brien) hires a_ hard- 
drinking press agent (Tom Ewell) to promote his dumb 
girl-friend, who other than Jayne, into a juke-box and 
night-club singing sensation. Guess what, the girl falls 
in love with her mentor. (As a matter of fact, they give 
a credit, “from a story by Garson Kanin,” who was the 
author of “Born Yesterday.”) It is to the credit of 
screenwriter-director Frank Tashlin and the farcical abili- 
ties of the Messrs. Ewell and O’Brien that there are 
some pretty hearty laughs now and then in this melange. 

The producers have padded it out with a dozen rock 
and roll acts, all of whom, with the exception of Abbey 
Lincoln, sound as if they're chanting the same piece. 
They've convinced me that frenzy is the most tiresome 
product on the music market today. 

As to Jayne, it’s pretty hard to tell what she’s like 
under that overly made-up face and the window dummy 
character they’ve made of her. I'm sure of this, however 
—she does talk, and she does move, in a sort of over- 
balanced way. 


Medical Questions

EAR DR. STEINCROHN: I wonder if you could help 
us with our little girl. She has two sisters 13 and 7 and 
she is 9. For about a year now she has been full cf 
fear. Fear of diseases, injuries, dying, and so forth. The 
minute she hears anything 
at all that is unpleasant 
she starts asking questions 
and we know she is wor- 
ried whether it will happen 
to her. We even had to 
take her to a doctor at one 
time for an examination to 
prove to «her she didn't 
have asthma. She had 
watched a TV program 
where a little boy had 
asthma and died, and she 
— ee developed a nervous habit 
DR. PETER STEINCROH of sighing and believed it 
was caused by asthma. She got to the point where she 
couldn't eat, study or sleep. 

Our problem is this: Should we pay attention when she 
gets upset and go on explaining every little detail that she 
asks about? Sometimes we think she does it just to get 
attention. We would be so relieved to know your opinion 
about this. We wonder about her going through life afraid 
of everything and ending up with a nervous breakdown.

ANSWER: It is often hard to know where a psycho- 
neurosis begins and where it ends. I believe that many full- 
grown adult anxieties are the result (or continuation) of 
those planted and nurtured in childhood. And like a fire, 
the time to fight them is when they are pinpoint flames 
rather than unextinguishable blazes. 

Your nine-year-old is probably an extremely sensitive 
and imaginative chjld. I have seen many youngsters “grow 
out of their fears” by the time they reached their teens. 
But, if I were you, I wouldn't just sit back and hope for 
her improvement without doing something. There are many 
books in the public library that deal specifically with child- 
hood. fears. I suggest that you read them. You will then 
know whether it is more advisable to “hope for the best” 
or immediately see a medical man for help. 
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DEAR DR. STEINCROHN: We read a lot about reduc- 
ing diets—but not about how to gain weight. And I would 
like to do that. I would appreciate any information on the 
subject.—MRS. H. S. 

Answer: I must assume that you have no organic dis- 
ease and that you have always been thin. I have always 


told thin (healthy) patients who wanted to gain that it was ° 


entirely up to them, If they had the will to gain they would 
gain; as surely as those who are overweight can take it off 
if they have the will to lose. 

Your doctor can help along with prescribing vitamins 
and tonics. But your weight gain will come from “stuffing 
yourself” morning to night with the foods and drinks we 
tell fat people to keep away from.

He Ordered Agency Set Up After Crusades Against Land Grabbers, Anti-Trust Violators

T Federal Bureau of Inyesti- 

gation had its beginning on 
July 26, 1908, was President 
Theodore Roosevelt's fight to 
curb the “public be damned” 


HE crusade in which the 


greed of big business combines. 


and to halt the outrageous 
thievery of public lands in the 
western states. 

From the time he entered 
the White House in September, 


1901, Roosevelt was roaring 
against political and business 
corruption and demanding 


stronger Federal controls over 
the excesses of the rich and the 
powerful. He was thumping 
heads with his “big stick,” and 
he sometimes included heads in 
Congress. 

There was ample reason for 
the Rooseveltian roars. There 
was, in truth, a ‘“‘mess in Amer- 
ica.” There was a mess in 
which the industrial combines, 
the “trusts,” were flouting the 
Sherman Anti-trust Act and in 
effect thumbing their noses at 
the Federal Government and 
the people. 

There was a mess, too, in 
which men of high repute were 
conniving with Federal officials 
to rob the Government of valu- 
able land in the West, where 
almost 40,000,000 acres had 
been set aside by previous ad- 
ministrations as forest reserves. 
This green and tempting treas- 
ure was supposedly being 
watched over by a Government 
agency, the General Land Of- 
fice, which was more interested 
in selling land for private use 
than it was in Roosevelt’s policy 
of conservation. The thieves 
were busily dipping into this 
treasury even as Roosevelt took 
office after the assassination of 
President McKinley. 

Roosevelt was determined to 
halt the thievery and the anti- 
trust violations. But in the 
midst of his fight Congress sud- 
denly balked at the Department 
of Justice’s use of “detectives” 
in its investigations and passed 
an amendment to the Sundry 
Civil Appropriation Act, which 
left the department without an 
investigative arm with which 
to collect evidence for prosecu- 
tions. 

Roosevelt was furious. But 
his fury could be understood 
only against the background of 
what had happened in the past. 

After the Civil War, Con- 
gress had passed several laws 
encouraging homesteading and 
making it possible for families 
and individuals to buy land and 
settle in the West. One of these 
laws was the Timber and Stone 
Act of 1878, which provided 
for the sale of lands in Cali- 
fornia, Oregon, Nevada, and 
the Washington Territory. The 
lands were considered unfit for 
cultivation, but they were cov-

was lax. People fenced pub- 
lic lands — sometimes inno- 
cently —for their own use. 
Others bought huge acreages 
through fraudulent schemes to 
turn a quick and easy profit in 
resales to lumber companies.

OOSEVELT had been in of- 
R fice only a few months when 
the Secretary of the Interior, 
Ethan A. Hitchcock of Missouri, 
had reason to suspect that his 
own department was involved 
in the land frauds. He detected 
a bad odor in the General Land 
Office, and he began an in- 
quiry. The attorney general 
arranged for an agent to resign 
from the Treasury’s Secret Serv- 
ice and take a quiet look be- 
hind the scenes in the West. 
His suspicions were confirmed 


when the agent reported that 
some of the General Land Of- 
fice’s .own detectives were so 
deeply involved in land manip- 
ulations that they were actually 
tools of the land thieves. Afraid 
to trust his own people, Hitch- 
cock decided the frauds should 
be investigated by the Depart- 
ment of Justice. He arranged to 
“borrow” agents from the Treas- 
ury’s Secret Service to make the 
investigation. 

The roundup in the land- 
fraud drive was a_ sensation. 
Scores of people were indicted 
and convicted on charges of 
“conspiracy to defraud the 
United States out of public 
lands.” Tens of thousands of 
acres of public lands were re- 
covered which had been fenced 
illegally or bought by fraudu- 
lent representations. 


The shocker came when 


United States Senator John H. 


Mitchell and Representative 
John N. Williamson, both of 
Oregon, were charged with con- 
spiracy to defraud. They were 
indicted in 1905 and convicted, 
Williamson on his third trial. 
It was learned years later that 
some of the prosecutions were 
so corrupt and politically taint- 
ed that the agents of justice ap- 
peared without doubt to be 
guilty of actions far worse than 
the crimes charged to the prose- 
cuted. 

The chief prosecutor in the 
case was to have been U:S. At- 
torney John H. Hall, until it 
was discovered that Hall him- 
self was involved in the illegal 
fencing of public lands. Hall 
was thrown out of office, in- 
dicted, convicted and later 
pardoned because of jury box 
manipulations.

THE SPREAD OF FEAR is 
one of the characteristics of our 
age. Advertisements, if not 
based on envy, are grounded in 
fear. Hence the fear of dishpan 
hands, a five o’clock shadow, a 
sneeze while using soap powder, 
the stain of grease on your hat, 
the inability to get all the film 
off the body with ordinary soap. 
Last year, anyone who bought 
an automobile without a safety 
belt was told to live in mortal 
dread of being killed in the new 
super automobile. We are rapid- 
ly becoming a nation much less 
concerned with the cabin as we 
begin a sea voyage, but more 
concerned about the life-belt 
which we keep on et all times. 
Now comes the greatest of all 
fears, namely, that of losing 
one’s wits. 


*® 


Before accepting this fear 
that we are becoming a nation 
of half-wits, one should analyze 
the assumption behind such 
statements. These assumptions 
are: (1) Life should be devoid 
of tensions. (2) Every tension 
is a Sign of mental maladjust- 
ment. (3) Such tensions and 
maladjustments, being a sign of 
mental ill health, need medical 
or psychiatric care. 

1. Every life was meant to 
have tensions and no person 
would be normal without cer- 
tain tensions. “In this you shall 
have tribulations.” As a German 
philosopher has said Dase in est 
Sorge “existence itself is a wor- 
ry.’ Tension is part of our 
makeup. 

By the mere fact that we are 
composed of body and _ soul, 
matter and spirit, there is 
bound to be a pull in opposite 
directions. We thus become 
like a mountain climber who 
aspires to a peak above, which 
is to be attained with difficulty, 
at the.same time dreading to 
fall into the abyss below. 

Associated with this is the 
tension between what we are 
and what we ought to be; the 
law in the members lusteth 
against the law in the mind. 
An animal never feels: these 
tensions because there is not 
within him that same conjunc- 
tion of the spiritual and the 
material. If our nature were 
the same as a monkey or a pig, 
we would never have need of 
psychiatrists,

Our Divine Lord told us some 
things that we were Rot to be 
anxious about; e.g. what we ate, | 
or what we are to put on. But 
He did tell us to be very anxi- 
ous about saving our soul. Not 
even gaining the universe was 
anything in comparison to it. 
It is the full consciousness of 
this anxiety that keeps us nor- 
mal and healthy. It is not. 
anxiety and tension that hurts | 
us; it is anxiety about things | 
that do not matter and tensions | 
which we create rather than 
tensions with which we were 
created.

came before higher courts had 
ruled on his guilt. Williamson 
appealed and won a reversal in 
the Supreme Court, which led 
to the subsequent dismissal of 
the charges. 

The Roosevelt Administra- 
tion’s use of the Secret Service 


agents in the cleanup campaign 
came under attack. Stories 
were cireulated that the Presi- 
dent was using dectectives to 
spy into the private lives of 
members of Congress and to 


collect information to be held 
as a political club. The rumors 
were never substantiated, but 
they helped to cast a shadow 
over the investigative methods 
used in the land fraud and 


anti-trust cases. 
T organized after the Civil 

War primarily to combat a 
wave of counterfeiting of Unit- 
ed States currency and secur- 
ities. Over the years, the Justice 
Department and other Govern- 
ment departments had adopted 
the policy of “borrowing” agents 
from the Treasury’ Depart- 
ment’s Secret Service. 

But these agents-on-loan con- 
tinued to report to the chief of 
the Secret Service. Thus de- 
partments for which they were 
working had no real check on 
the agents’ activities. 

This makeshift arrangement 
continued until May 27, 1908, 
when Congress forbade the De- 
partment of Justice—and all 
other executive departments— 
to use Secret Service agents in 
investigating law violations.

The action was a crippling 
blow to Federal law enforce- 
ment and Roosevelt—a former 
police commissioner of New 
York City—-was keenly aware 
of the fact. He knew that if 
the laws of the land were to be 
enforced, there had to be in- 
vestigators to gather the evi- 
dence of wrongdoing. 

Word spread through the 
Department of Justice’ that 
Roosevelt: had called Attorney 
General Charles J. Bonaparte 


to the White House and direct- 
ed him to organize an investi- 
gative service. And on July 26, 
1908, Bonaparte issued _ the 
order creating an investigative 
agency within his department— 
the order which was the begin- 
ning of the FBI. 


One of the new bureau's 
first drives was against white 
Slavery. Over the objections of 


many who considered the law 
an invasion of the states’ police 
powers, Congress in 1910 passed 
the Mann Act, making it illegal 
to transport women 
State lines for immoral 
poses. 

The Supreme Court upheld 
its constitutionality, thus estab- 
lishing the Federal Govern- 
ment’s responsibility in con- 
trolling interstate crime. Since 
1910 FBI investigations have 
led to more than 15,000 convic- 
tions on white slave traffic 
charges.

opening lead. Dummy ducked 
and our partner after consider- 
able thought didn’t play his 


King but played the jack. (The 
five, four or two would have 
had the same effect, but there 
was some chance we were lead- 
ing from the queen so the jack 
play covered this possibility). 


North had visualized that the 
contract could only be beaten if 
our side could take several dia- 
mond tricks, not just the king. 
If our seven lead was from the 
queen, surely his playing the 
jack was as good or better than 
the king (we might have three 
to the queen and not unblock). 
If our seven was from a double- 
ton and declarer had four, our 
course was lost anyway. But if 
our seven was from three cards 
in the suit, the suit itself could 
provide entry to the North hand 
for running tricks in it, in lieu 
of North’s lack of side suit en- 
trices, 

But for North to keep a dia- 
mond entry he had to retain his 
king for the third round. Had 
he played his king at trick one 
it would, of course, have won 
that trick but our side would 
not have been able to take more 
than four tricks in total. North 
could continue diamonds and 
knock out the ace. We'd get in 
with a high card and knock out 
the queen, but when we next 
got in we have no more dia- 
monds to lead. . 

The way our partner played it 

the declarer had to go down. 
East had to win the diamond 
queen at trick one (or else go 
down more). He knocked eut 
our club ace but we retaliated 
by knocking out dummy’s di- 
amond ace. Declarer now could 
have run eight tricks. But after 
he ran his clubs he then tackled 
hearts, without cashing his ace 
and king of spades. Due to our 
partner's sagacity we still had 

that three of diamonds in our 

hand on winning the king of 

hearts, to lead to his retained 

diamond king. So we took three 

diamonds and my ace-king, ace 
to set the hand two tricks.

Young Couple From Copenhagen Built Successful Careers in Seven Years

HEN they arrived in the 
W unites States, Arne and 

Verna Pedersen had $100 
between them and were afraid 
to spend any of it for stamps to 
write back to Denmark and re- 
port a safe landing. 

That was seven years ago. 
Today, Arne is chief electrical 
engineer for a printing press 
manufacturer and has at least 
three major inventions to his 
credit. Verna is advertising 
manager for a large trade pub- 
lication. 

Seven years ago, they plunked 
down their last $60 for rent and 
weren't quite sure at the mo- 
ment what they would eat on. 
Today, they own a three-bed- 
room ranch home in Des Plains, 
Ill., a suburb of Chicago, and 
are already dreaming about how 
pleasant it will be.to buy a 
trailer and retire to Florida. 


But retirement is a long way 
off for the two hard-working 
immigrants from Scandinavia. 
Still near the 30-year mark, 
they’ve just now got a, good 
start on their respective ca- 
reers. 

Meanwhile, they're waiting 
for their citizenship papers and 
enjoying such happy American 
customs as eating steak for 
dinher and drinking chocolate 
malts between meals. American 
customs were strange at first, 
but they felt right at home on 
New Year’s eve — which they 
spent in St. Louis—because in 
Denmark the birth of a new 
year is greeted with as much 
noise as it is in America.

$60 in their hands and hope in 
their hearts. 

They really hadn’t intended 
to stay.

try “just grew on us” and the 
next thing they knew they were 
télling their families back home 
in Copenhagen that they wanted 
to be American citizens. 


Through Verna’s postwar 
work as a clerk with the Ameri- 
can Embassy in Copenhagen, 
they had made contact with the 
Mormon Church,. which was 
sponsoring emigrants wishing to 
come to the United States. They 
were invited to Salt Lake City 
by the church and a job with 
a Utah utility was promised 
Arne, so when they arrived In 
December 1949, they spent only 
two days in New York and hur- 
ried on out West to seek their 
fortune. 


The only job available for 
Arne, despite his technical en- 
gineering training in Defmark, 
Was as a member of the gang 
digging holes for power poles. 
It was colder than he had an- 
ticipated and the winter months 


were gruelling, so as soon as he 
and Verna could save a little 
money they went to Chicago. 
There, he found a job with the 
Goss Printing Press Co. Verna 
became an editorial assistant 
with Trailer Dealer Magazine, 
and life looked a little rosier. 

“It really wasn’t too bad 
even at first,” said Verna. “It 
was kind of an adventure.” 
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TARTING as a field engi- 
G reer, Arne is now engaged 

principally in research. His 
inventions, some of which al- 
ready are being utilized in 
major newspaper press rooms, 
were designed to improve the 
efficiency and speed of news- 
paper and magazine presses. 

But whereas Arne was 
trained for his present career 
and was engaged in a similar 
work in Denmark before com- 
ing here, Verna stepped into 
magazine work without even a 


high school journalism course 
to her credit. She just hap- 
pened to see an advertisement 
for an editorial assistant and 
thought she'd like it. Both she 
and her husband are graduates 
of the University of Copen- 
hagen and speak five languages, 
but she had to learn from the 
ground up about American 
magazine work and the trailer 
industry. 

The turn of events over the 
past few years stiil surprises 
them when they look back on 
what has happened. They had 
expected long before this to re- 
turn to Copenhagen and pick 
up the threads of life there. 
It’s a pleasant place to live. 
It’s their family home. It of- 
fers a good life and many op- 
portunities to young people. 

So they weren't running away 
from  privation or suffering 
when they boarded the ship and 
headed for the United States. 
It was a matter of wanting to 
see this country and taking ad- 
vantage of the opportunity. 


“I suppose everyone dreams 
of coming to the United States, 
at least for a visit,” said Arne. 
“That’s all we had planned. 
But when we went back to 
Denmark three years ago and 
compared life in both countries, 
we knew we wanted to stay in 
America. The hardest part was 
to tell our family.” 

They were permitted to take 
only $100—$50 each—when they 
first left on an immigration 
visa. Part of this they spent 
during their first two days in 
New York where they saw the 
sights and marveled at the ex- 
citement and bustle of the city, 
the noise and the hectic pace 
and the automobiles. Where 
they came from, everyone rides 
a bicycle. 

“We learned to like the steaks 
and chocolate malts in a hur- 
ry,” smiled Verna. “But your 
hamburgers were nothing new 
to us. They’re a good old Dan- 
ish dish. 

“I had always heard of Amer- 
ican banana splits, so the first 
evening in this country we 
walked down Broadway and I 
ate three. 

“Believe me, I haven’t want- 
ed one since.”
